WASHINGTON — Massive numbers of civilians 
were killed last year in armed conflict from Europe 
to Africa and the Middle East, the State Department 
said Tuesday in its annual human rights report. 

The report also alleged government abuse of 
power in dozens of countries, with political prison- 
ers in China perhaps numbering in the thousands. 

The department found both progress and backslid- 
ing in rights protection in the 193 countries and ter- 


ritories that were scrutinized. 


The report, which covers 1993, found that slavery 
still exists in some countries and that women, par- 
ticularly in South Asia, suffer abuses on an 


appalling scale. 


But of all the risks to individual rights, it said, 
none posed a greater threat than armed conflict. 

“In Bosnia, Sudan, Burundi, Somalia, Angola, © 
Iraq, Azerbaijan, Georgia and elsewhere, armed 
conflict led-to massive numbers of civilian deaths, 
refugee flows and human rights abuses,” 


said. 


It gave no estimate of those numbers, but news 
accounts suggest the civilian fatalities in such con- 
flicts reached the tens of thousands last year. 

The report said Bosnian Serb forces persisted in 
their practice of “ethnic cleansing,” including “lay- 
ing siege to cities, indiscriminately shelling civilian 
inhabitants, raping and executing non-combatants

European Christians called this day

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Clinton defends civil rights appointee 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton selected Deval Patrick, who rose from 
poverty to partner in a prestigious Boston law firm, to be the nation’s chief 
civil rights enforcer Tuesday. Clinton asserted conservative critics of Patrick 
“don’t give a rip about civil rights.” 

Patrick won immediate praise from rights activists and from members of the 
Congressional Black Caucus who had been. critical of Clinton’s failure to fill 
the Justice Department post during more than a year in office. 

Conservatives, however, had opened fire on Patrick as a “stealth Guinier” 
even before Clinton announced the nomination at the White House. 

But in the Oval Office on Tuesday, Clinton declared that both Patrick and 
Guinier “have had distinguished careers in trying to enforce the civil rights 
laws of the country.” And he rebuked critics of Patrick. 

“A lot of those people are going to be exposed because they never believed in 
the civil rights laws, they never believed in equal opportunity, they never lifted 
a finger to give anybody in the minority race a chance in this country,” he said. 
“Tf they attack his record, it means just exactly what we've all expected all 
along: They don’t give a rip about civil rights.” 


Clinton, Dole debate health-care reform 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton cautioned against mere tinkering with 
, America’s health-care system Tuesday and insisted he would settle for nothing 
» less than guaranteed insurance for all. His chief Republican critic held out new 
« hope for compromise. 

Senate Minority Leader Bob Dole, speaking just before Clinton, said they 
‘Smay have laid out a Ms for the rest of us to rally around and talk 
« about.” 

He was referring to the governors’ newly minted “call to action” on health 
care. It stops short of some of Clinton’s goals but includes a GOP concession 
© that employers make coverage available to workers. 
~ €asting the debate in financial terms, Clinton added: “Without full coverage, 
~fdon’t see any way to avoid the conclusion that states will continue to bear a 
¢°; disproportionate burden of skyrocketing health-care costs.”

*thore than 150,000. people show that cigarette smoking can lead to colon can- 
“cer in both men and women. 

*. : Dhe parallel studies to be pciehed Wednesday in the Journal of the National 
‘Cancer Institute also found that early smoking apparently fixes for life the risk 
of colon-rectal cancer, even if the smoking habit is dropped. 

“With colon cancer, if you smoke in your 20s, that risk stays with you,” said 
Dr. Edward Giovannucci of Brigham and Women’s Hospital in Boston, the 
Channing Laboratory and the Harvard School of Public Health. “Even if you 
stop at age 40, you’ll still be at greater risk.” 

The risk is also “dose related,” he said. “The more you smoke, the more the 
risk.” 

Other studies show that stopping cigarette smoking at any age, however, does 
lower the risk of heart disease, lung cancer and other disorders, said 
Giovannucci. 


Utah abortion law challenge turned down 


SALT LAKE CITY — A Utah law requiring a 24-hour waiting period for 
women seeking abortions was upheld Tuesday by a federal judge who said the 
legal challenge amounted to “economic blackmail” of the state. 

In his 33-page ruling, U.S. District Judge Dee Benson said the lawsuit was 
frivolous and ordered the plaintiffs, who included two abortion clinics, to pay 
all court costs. 

The suit was filed last April by two Wasatch Front abortion clinics, four doc- 
tors and several women. It was backed by the Center for Reproductive Law & 
Policy, a New York firm specializing in abortion rights. 

The 1993 statute requires women to receive counseling about the nature of 
abortion and alternatives, then wait 24 hours before undergoing the procedure. 

It was modeled after a Pennsylvania law that the U.S. Supreme Court upheld 
in 1992. Benson said that given that ruling, the political process — not the 
court — was the-legitimate forum for debate on given the high court’s ruling. 

“Litigation, or the threat of litigation, should not be used as economic black- 
mail to strengthen one’s hand in the political battle,’ he wrote. “Unfortunately, 
the court sees little evidence that this case was filed for any other purpose.”

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Reduction of scholarships 
takes money from all sports, 
deprives players of education 


Almost two-thirds of all Division I college scholarship players are black. When 
the NCAA failed to pass a motion to change the number of basketball scholarships 
from 13 to 14, the Black Coaches Association took this as the denial of an educa- 
tion, most likely for minority students. 

Cost cutting measures reduced the number of scholarships from an already 
minute 15 to 13 two years ago, and last week school administrators ignored the 
BCA’s threat of a boycott by strongly declining the new proposal. 

The BCA is being joined by not only black coaches but many top players and 
civil rights activist as well. In fact, arguably the two most successful coaches in 
college basketball, Mike Krzyzewski of Duke and Dean Smith of North Carolina, 
are outraged by what is being proposed by the NCAA. 

The coaches have a right to express their concern on the issue. Football and bas- 
ketball are the only two college sports that actually make more money than they 
spend. Yet, the NCAA is cutting basketball expenses to keep the other sports alive. 

Despite the recent threat of a boycott, it is not a racial issue. It is an education 

issue. It is an issue of deprivation. It is an issue of a dream being taken away. It is 
an issue of opportunity. 
‘This proposal does not effect minority students only, but it does perhaps hit them 
hardest. Coaches claim that financial support and educational opportunities are not 
always available for minority students, so getting a scholarship is the only chance 
they have of escaping the ghetto and getting an education. 

Is it that difficult for the NCAA to add one scholarship a year? Why is the sport 
making the money the same sport that is being punished by the people. whose 
income they provide? 

Few college athletes ever move on to the professional ranks, so in actuality, some- 
one is being deprived of an education more so than an athletic career. - 

‘Television station owners were frightened last weekend by the threat of a boycott 
on games by the coaches and players. Their were no talks between the NCAA and 
the BCA until Friday when the BCA agreed to postpone the boycott for two weeks 
while the NCAA met to review the situation. 

-Since then however, the issue has moved away from the racial war the BCA had 
begun and is now simply college players and coaches against the NCAA. The issue 


has been blown up so much by the media that the public is siding with the coaches 


and players. 

It is much easier for us as spectators to think about the million-dollar figures that 
sporting events take in and not understand how one single scholarship can not fit 
into a multi-million dollar budget. 
~The main purpose of the NCAA is to provide for the students. 

“In addition to the extra scholarship, the BCA has asked the NCAA to re-examine 
the toughening of proposition 48 which will go into effect in 1995. All of these 
Stricter guidelines for student-athletes are part of a string of regulations which have 
been passed over the past few years. 

2Is it right to deprive a youth of an education because he has not had the educa- 
tional opportunities that others may have been given? How about not letting him 
even go to college and attempt to bring his level of knowledge up to that which is 
required for an athlete to participate? 

The NCAA is doing what it needs to do in order to keep college athletics alive. In 
the process however, it is spiting those who make it all possible by providing the 
income — the athletes themselves. 

It may simply appear to be an opportunity for a kid who dreams of being a col- 
lege athlete, but in the long run it is the deprivation of an education that will last a 
lifetime. In many cases, it will provide a life for someone that they may have never 
thought possible.

Administrators decry 
sexual harassment at Y

Students and faculty need to be 
reminded that sexual harassment, 
while not a common problem at BYU, 
does exist, say University administra- 
tors. 

No clear definition of sexual harass- 
ment exists, but the U.S. Equal 
Employment Opportunity 
Commission has defined unlawful 
sexual harassment according to two 
categories. 

The first is quid pro quo, which 
includes an expressed or implied 
request or demand for sexual favors, 
possibly threatening job status or edu- 
cation by a person in a position to do 
so. 

The second is called hostile environ- 
ment, which includes severe gender- 
based conduct interfering with a per- 
son’s ability to perform employment 
or academic functions. This harassing 
conduct must be excessive, pervasive 
or part of a continuing pattern or prac- 
tice. 

Darlene Kelly, equal opportunity 
manager at BYU, said one student 
employee was fired a couple of years 
ago due to a hostile environment situ- 
ation and further action was taken. 

Kelly said more commonly, BYU 
has cases of inappropriate gender- 
based behavior. 

Examples of this behavior include 
derogatory, demeaning or stereotypi- 
cal gender-based remarks. They also 
include flirting, inappropriate touch- 
ing, verbal or physical abuse, and 


graphic comments about an individu- 


al’s body. 

“Both sexes are entitled to respect,” 
Kelly said. “We shouldn’t be over- 
sensitive. We should have a sense of 
humor and be charitable.” 


The Equal Opportunity Office sug- 
gests students or faculty members at 
BYU that believe they are in situa- 
tions which may be considered sexual 
harassment do the following: 

* Clearly tell the harasser in person 
or by letter that the behavior is not 
appreciated nor welcome and to stop 
the behavior. 

* Keep a written record of when, 
where, and what happened, including 
any witnesses of the event. 

* Inform the dean, chair, director, or 
other administrator of what is happen- 
ing and they may direct you to contact 
the Equal Opportunity Office or the 
Honor Code Office to issue the appro- 
priate complaints. 

“We hope minor things will be 
taken care of with the faculty mem- 
ber,” said Hal Visick of the Associate 
General Counsel. 

“We don’t tolerate (sexual harass- 
ment) from students either.” 

“My distinct impression is that the 
University does not push these kinds 
of things under the rug,” said Tom 
Kallunki, assistant dean of Student 
Life. 

Kallunki said any problems are 
taken directly to appropriate people at 
the University level — a clear signal 
that the University does not take sex- 
ual harassment lightly. 

There is a possibility a student could 
be expelled from the University if a 
situation is found in violation, 
Kallunki said. 

Kallunki said the University pro- 
vides an awareness training course for 
administrators. 

“T have found that to be a good 
reminder,” he said. Y 

He warned that sometimes an 
attempt at humor may be taken 
wrong. “We need to be reminded of 
sensitivities,” he said.

Blind student cleans windows 
to finance last semester at Y

With the same fascination as chil- 
dren watching construction workers, 
students leaving the Harold B. 
Lee Library watch Rhett Wyatt as his 
rag fluidly serpentines across the 
building’s outer windows. 

“People think it’s amazing how I 
can wash windows without seeing 
them,” said Wyatt, a 29-year-old 
senior from Oregon majoring in soci- 
ology. 

At age’eight, Wyatt was struck by a 
car and lay in a coma for six months. 
When he awoke, he was blind. 

“T had to learn everything over 
again,” he said. 


Wyatt began working in the library . 


in 1986. After one year, Wyatt left 
BYU, but returned in 1991 and has 
been working at the library ever since. 
' “My job’s pretty repetitive, but if it 
wasn’t, I don’t think I’d like it as 
much,” Wyatt said. 

Although Wyatt plans to graduate 
this August, he may be unable to do 
so because of financial difficulty. For 
this semester, he received a half- 


tuition scholarship for disabled stu- 
dents from BYU on Wednesday, but 
says he does not know where he will 
come up with the rest of the money. 

“I’m still going to my classes, but 
it’s kind of underhanded because I’m 
not registered,” he said. “It would be 
terrible to have to quit with just one 
semester left.” 

Not only has he liked his job at the 
library, but Wyatt also explained that 
he has enjoyed working with the 
library custodial staff. se 
'“They’ve helped me in my personal 
life as well as in my job,” he said. 

Dee Shirts, Wyatt’s supervisor at the 
library, said that Wyatt began clean- 
ing sinks but soon moved to windows 
because he knew his way around the 
library so well. 

“We thought about other duties for 
him, but washing windows was the 
only one where he could be totally 
independent,” he said. 

In his first few months, Wyatt 
worked closely with John Graves, 
now the area supervisor of custodial 
services at the Harris Fine Arts 
Center. 

“We had a very open and cordial 


relationship,” Graves said, adding “It 
was a humbling experience for me to, 
work with him.” 

To enable Wyatt to accomplish his 
duties, Graves explained that he creat- 
ed a routine for Wyatt to follow. 

“T don’t know if I could have fol- 
lowed that routine blind-folded,” 
Graves said. 

“IT never worked with him personal- 
ly, but through the evaluation process, 
I found out that he was one of our 
best workers,” said Don Wood, direc- 
tor of Custodial Services. “Although 
he’s visually impaired, he’s able to 
clean as well as, if not better than, our 
other student janitors.” 

To survive his classes, Wyatt has 
relied heavily on the generosity of 
students and professors alike. Student 
readers have read his texts to him, and 
instructors listen to his assignments 
on tape. 

“T can only remember one time 
when a teacher complained,” Wyatt 
said. 

“I’m very thankful for the people 
here at BYU because they have been 
so helpful. I couldn’t get where I need 
to go without other people.” 


G.E. challenge period ends today

Today is the last day of the semester 
students can take G.E. challenge 
exams for graded credit and exemp- 
tion exams for waived credit in the 
Testing Center. 

Challenge exams for graded credit 
include Advanced Writing, American 
Heritage 100, Biology 100 and 
Physical Science 100. 

Once students take and pass a chal- 
lenge exam they must submit a form 
to the Records Office requesting that 
the credit and grade be posted to their 
transcript,. said Julie Nelson, a regis- 
tration counselor. 

Exemption exams are offered for 
Math 97, English 115, Physical 
Science 100 and Health 129. Exams 
are available for G.E. courses but no 
grade or credit is received. 

When students take exemption 
exams the course requirement is ful- 
filled and the credit is waived, Nelson 
said. 

The exams are provided so students 
who feel they are prepared in a certain 
G.E. course can take a test instead of 
pleading a waiver or a petition, said 
Juliana Boerio-Goates, associate dean 
of General and Honors Education. 

“In principle, every G.E. course can 
be challenged but not all are,” Boerio- 
Goates said. 

Math 97, Health 129 and Biology 
100 exams are offered to students two 
weeks. into the semester, while 
English 115, Advanced Writing, 
American Heritage and Physical 
Science 100 exams can be taken up to 
four weeks into the semester. 

The G.E. course exams that have the 
highest demand, such as American 
Heritage 100 and English 115, are 
offered in the Testing Center. 

Other course exams are offered 
through the department, Boerio- 
Goates said. : 

Ken Hainsworth, 25, a-zoology 
major from Murray, Ky. and a shift 


manager at the Testing Center, said 
the first week is the best time for stu- 
dents to take the challenge and 
exemption tests because no regular 
tests are usually given at that time. 

“You can’t lose on some tests,” 
Hainsworth said. 

“For example, Physical Science 100 
and Math 97 can be taken once every 
seven days during the challenge peri- 
od.” : 

Shaun Henderson, 22, a student 
from Portland, Ore. majoring in com-

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LaVell Edwards speaks candidly 


about BYU’s past and future QB’s

Only one man knows what it is like to have coached 
players such as McMahon, Young, Bosco, Detmer and 
Walsh. 22 years after taking over as head coach at 
BYU, LaVell Edwards speaks candidly about his expe- 
riences coaching some of the greatest college quarter- 
backs of all time. 

Edwards said that all of the quarterbacks he has 
coached are so different, it would be hard to compare 
any of them. 

“I do not understand why so many people compare 
John Walsh to Jim McMahon, they are 
two very nice young men, but they ar 
really not alike in the way they play, or 
the type of person they are,” he said. | 
“Ty Detmer was more like Jim than 
John is.” 

Edwards says that McMahon gets a 
bad reputation from the media because | 
he almost wants people not to like him. | 
Early in his career he liked being in the 
public eye, but as soon as he didn’ 
enjoy it anymore, he quit doing it. | 
Edwards added that he and Jim are 
very close and keep in touch frequent 
ly. 
“Jim is a very devoted father and | 
supports his wife and children and 
often attends church activities with 
them,” he said. “He is not out drinking 
and chasing girls like many say he is.” 

When asked if he feels John Walsh is in a similar 
position to that of Ty Detmer going into his junior sea- 
son (In which Ty won the Heisman Trophy), LaVell 
said that John is more of a classic drop-back quarter- 
back, while Ty was more mobile and didn’t have the 
arm-strength that John has, making it hard to compare 
the two. 

“That is what is hurting Ty right now in the NFL,” he

said. “He is not strong enough and he is having to make 


up time in the weight room.” 

Edwards also said that John will definitely be a 
Heisman candidate next season because of his fine year 
this season and that BYU will.promote him as a candi- 
date as well. 

There has. been no talk between the coaching staff and 
Walsh about John taking out an insurance policy before 
next season in case of an injury—but Edwards thinks it 
would be a good idea. 


“T think that Robbie Bosco and Ty Detmer both took 
out policies while they were here, and I think it would 
be smart for John to look into it,” he said. “John should 
have a very fine pro career, so hopefully he will not 
need to use the policy.” 

The classic drop-back quarterback is what most NFL 
quarterbacks can be described as. So is a quarterback 
who plays the drop back style like Walsh does, more 
likely to succeed in the NFL than a scrambler like 
Detmer or Young? 

“IT don’t know how you could get much better than 
Steve Young, but John definitely has the potential to 
succeed if he works hard,” Edwards said. 

Edwards is familiar with the presea- 
son quarterback controversy which pops 
up every few. years in early August. The 
1992 fall drills brought one of the stiffest 
competitions for the starting job between 
Walsh and Steve Clements since he 
began coaching. : 

“Steve Clements also has a great 
arm, he is an exceptional athlete, and has 
a good chance to play in the NFL,” he 
said. “He is more of a Steve Young type 
player who scrambles and likes to run.” 

Edwards struck down any rumors 
that Ty Detmer’s younger brother Koy 
chose Colorado because he did not want 
to be at the same school as BYU’s other 
top quarterback recruit, Paul Shoemaker, 
who is currently on a mission. 

“Koy told me eight days before the 
signing day that he was set to come to BYU,” Edwards 
said. “Colorado called him the next day, visited him the 
day after that, and Koy cailed me the following day to 
tell me that he had decided to go to Colorado.” 

Many speculated that Koy did not come here for other 
reasons, but Edwards said there is little truth to all the 
rumors. BYU was pleased to sign Shoemaker, who was 
the top high school quarterback prospect in Colorado in - 
1992. 

“Paul Shoemaker redshirted as a freshman, we look 
for him to have an immediate impact in our program 
when he returns next year,” he said. “Hopefully Walsh 
will stick around for two more years so he won’t have 
to step in right off of his mission. We are currently 
recruiting another quarterback as well.” 

Edwards said that the most important game he has 
ever won, was the 1984 victory over Michigan in the 
Holiday Bowl, and Robbie Bosco had the. honor of 
quarterbacking that national championship game. :

A consoli- 
dation loan should lower your 
interest rate and monthly pay- 
ment. 

However, the time left to 
pay may increase — and that’s all right as long as you 
realize that’s happening. The money you’ve saved on 
the monthly payment should be paid toward the loan 
every month so you prepay the loan and save on inter- 
est. 

Second, consider the debt roll up plan. This is a simple 
way to decrease the amount of interest you pay and the 
time left to pay off the loan. List all debts in order, with 
the largest loan balance first and the smallest loan bal- 
ance last. Then make the minimum payment on every 
loan except the one with the lowest balance. 

Pay as much extra on that one as possible. When it’s 
paid off, add the money you were paying toward that 
bill every month to the next debt up.on the list. Then 
repeat the process all the way to the top of list. This 
takes some discipline but will dramatically decrease 
your debt servitude. 

A third, less appealing, option is also effective. 
Consider. taking a part-time job somewhere and keep 
that money earmarked for loan prepayment only. Think 
of that money as sacred — it will rescue you from the 
chains of debt. 

An automatic raise is motivation to eliminate debt. 
Wouldn’t it be nice to get a $100 monthly raise? 

The main motivation for avoiding debt is simple: You 
work hard for your money, make your money work hard 
for you — save and invest. But the only way you can 
really invest is if you don’t have a lot of debt. 

So, back to the census report, who will you be at age 
65? Hopefully not one of the 36 dead. But then again, if 
you’ve lived a good life that might.be better than being 
dead broke. :

Poor college students aren’t the only 
people in Utah concerned about find- 
ing affordable housing. Low-income 
housing in Utah is so hard to find that 
six different bills: are being proposed 
in the state legislature to try to solve 
the problem. 

Rep. Dave Jones, D-Salt Lake City, 
said that over the past two years the 
average number of people on waiting 
lists for affordable housing has been 
more than 16,000. 

Rep: Steve Barth, D-West Valley 
City, is sponsoring a bill which would 
require landlords to pay relocating 
expenses for tenants who are forced 
to move because their home is 
declared to be unlivable by the health 
department. 

Statewide, the vacancy rate is only 2 
percent, according to Evelyn Johnson, 
office manager and tenant-landlord 
advocate at Utah Issues. 

This rate is much lower than the 
nation-wide vacancy rate of 7 percent, 
said Jim Coil, regional economist for 
the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD). 

In Moab, there is a negative vacancy 
rate, which means that people are 
doubling up in houses, Johnson said. 

Jones said that between March 1991 


and March 1993, there were an aver- - 
. age of 6,364 people on a waiting list 


for low-income housing in Salt Lake 
county, and the wait was approxi- 
mately one to four years. During this 
period, the size of waiting lists 
throughout the state increased by 30 
percent. 

Gov. Mike Leavitt has proposed to 
allocate $3 million to alleviate the sit- 
uation, ‘but legislators are asking that 
this number be raised to $5 million, 
Barth said. 

He said that the $2 million increase 
would make an “exponentially” big 
difference, because federal programs 
would probably match the number. 

But Johnson said the increase would 
make “very little” difference. She said 
an attempt of this sort was made last 
year and “‘it didn’t even put a dent in 
it (the housing problem). It didn’t 
even slow it down.” 

Johnson pointed out that over the 
last decade or so, 1,800 new multi- 
family units have been built, but dur- 
ing the same time, 80,000 people 
moved into Utah. 

“Couples and families starting out 
don’t have a starting point” as far as 
finding ne is concerned, she 
said. 

In addition to the six bills currently 
in the House of Representatives, there 
are two more bills which have been 
drafted, but not yet assigned a num- 
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Utah legislators attack state’s housing shortage. 


ber. They still need to be proofread 
and researched for accuracy before 
officially becoming a bill. 

Jones is working on a bill which 
would offer a Utah tax credit for peo- 
ple who invest in or build low-income 
housing’ He said that builders can 


already receive a federal tax credit- for 


doing so. 
Jones explained that currently, when 


a site is constructed, interest rates and 
construction costs are so high that the 
builder is not financially capable of 
offering low rent to tenants.

However, despite the large volume 
of people helped and the high accura- 
cy of assistants, VITA has no paid 
employees. 

“VITA is completely operated by 
volunteers,” said Webb. 

This year there will be 130 volun- 
teers, most members of Beta Alpha 
Psi, Webb said. 


Each volunteer is trained in a pro- 
gram set up by the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

The VIDA office will be open from 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday through 
Friday. 

International students can receive 
special help with filing taxes every 
Wednesday. 

Webb said that even if international 
students think they don’t have to file, 
they should still check with a VITA 
volunteer to be sure. 

He said that a lot of students could 
get returns but don’t because they fail 
to file.

Tax returns can cut homelessness -

Tax season is in full swing and Gov. 
Mike Leavitt, nearly two months after 
his own home erupted in flames, has 
launched a tax checkoff campaign 
that will raise funds for Utah’s home- 
less. 

“My family recently experienced the 
devastating loss of our home and 
many of our possessions,” Leavitt 
told the Associated Press. 

“We have had other resources to fall 
back on, but citizens that don’t have 
those resources might have been left 
without shelter. It doesn’t matter who 
you are, shelter is a fundamental 
need.” 
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Taxpayers will have the opportunity 
to donate to the Utah Homeless Trust 
Fund when completing 1993 state tax 
forms this year. 

Taxpayers can donate a portion of 
their tax return to the trust fund by 
checking a box and filling in any 
desired amount on their return. form. 
If the taxpayer isn’t getting a return, 
then that individual can just add a 
donation to whatever amount they 
owe the state. 

Taxpayers donated $138,517 to the 
trust fund last year. These funds are 
used for shelters and support pro- 
grams that are aimed at ending the 
cycle of poverty, according to infor- 
mation released by the State of Utah. 

“Our economy is the envy of the 


nation, but many Utahns still cannot 
afford housing,” Leavitt said. 

Community Action is a county cen- 
ter that assists individuals who are in 
a short- or long-term housing crisis: 
Isast year the center received $25,000 
from the checkoff campaign dona- 
tions and a portion of the funds were 
used to provide 830 Utah Valley resi- 
dents with emergency rent, Dutton , 
said. : 

“We provide temporary housing for 
individuals, occasionally BYU and 
UVSC students, that are unable to 
find permanent affordable housing,” 
Dutton said. 

“Tt is a lot cheaper to prevent home- 
lessness than to help people after they 
have lost their home.”
